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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Newly added claims 28-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. 
See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted steps are: a step of etching using a solution before 
performing rinsing step for cleaning un- wanted material from the device; and a step of releasing. 
In particular, without including some sort of detaching step, such as etching or removing step, by 
exposing the device to a solution alone would not able to release the device from the substrate. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests exposing the micro-electronic device 

to a micro-sphere solution comprising a plurality of micro-spheres each having a diameter no 
less than about 0.1 \im or having a diameter ranging between about 0.1 and about 2.0 jxm; 
the micro-sphere comprises silica micro-sphere; the micro-sphere solution comprises polystyrene 
micro-spheres suspended in isopropyl alcohol solution at a concentration ranging between about 
0.5 % and about 5.0 by volume. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 9/13/2005, with respect to claims 1-24 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection and objection have been withdrawn.
